ERB’s STAFF includes 58 full-time employees as of December
P 31, 1969; of these 30 are professional, the remainder being
clerical.

During 1969 plans were made to relocate the offices in
Albany to a new facility at 50 Wolf Road where appropriate
office and conference room space will be available. Plans call
for relocation in March, 1970. Regional offices are located in
New York City and Buffalo.
